H undreds of industrial plants are re­ 
opening throughout the country after 
long periods of idleness, the Chicago 
Tribune announces. 
From Maine to 
the C arolinas and from the m anufac­ 
turing centers of the W est com es news 
telling of a revival in industry that 
has follow ed the advent of the new 
year. 
In som e cases this m ove hack to nor­ 
m alcy has been accom panied by reduc­ 
tions in w ages; in other cases old 
w age scales have continued. 
There is 
feeling of growing optim ism among 
the m anufacturers that ID‘21 mill mark 
a perceptible return to the orderly 
tim es before the war. 
Save in a few Isolated instances there 
have l>een no strikes and no disturb­ 
ances.
